THE GIG MEADOWS CANAL. 


Sale of Valuable Property to an Eastern 
Company. 


The Silver State gives the following 

account of the Humboldt Develop- 

ment Co.’s canal, which has just been 
sold to. James E. Lyon for a New 
York company: The property con- 

sicts of a substantial dam, which cost 
some fifteen or twenty thousand dol- 
lars, across the Humboldt river at 
Orena, and a canal, capable of con- 

ducting sufficient water to irrigate 

thousands of acres of land, from the 
dam to the upper end of Big Meadows. 
The canal runs through a tunnel 

through the ridge which separates the 
valley on the west side of the river at 
Oreana from Big Meadows. It is 1,200 
feet long, 20 feet wide and 11 feet 
high, aud is timbered throaghout with 
hewn timbers; twelve inches square, 
the bottom and sides being covered 
with two-inch planks. The canal cost 
sume $65,000 or $75,000, and is almost 
completed to an extensive area of the 
fluest farming land in this or any other 
State, which only requires water to 
make it productive. The soil is rich, 
and, as has been demonstrated where 
water could be obtained for irrigating, 
produces heavy crops of wheat,barley, 
alfalfa, and all kinds of grain and veg- 
etables of the temperate zone. The 
canal will also furnish motive power 
for mills, aud its completioa will un- 


of the mines of Arabia and Trinity 
districts, which are situated a few 
miles west of the canal, thereby fur- 
nishing a home market for the pro- 
ducts of Big Meadows farmers.
